YORBA LINDA - General 
Plan hearings by the Planning 
Commission will continue Thurs¬ 
day evening at 7:30 p.m. in the 
city hall council chambers.

(This is the ninth article in a 
series on ways you can save 
on your income tax returns 
this year. The articles are 
written by Henry Block, 
president of H & R Block, 
Inc.) 

When both husband and 
wife have separate incomes, 
it is often necessary to 
figure their tax returns 
separately and jointly, and 
then choose the method 
which enables them to pay 
the least tax. 

A husband and wife filing 
separate returns must each 
claim the same type of 
deductions, despite the fact 
that this limitation may 
require one partner to pay 
more taxes than the other. 
If the husband claims 
itemized deductions, so 
must the wife. The same 
applies to the standard 
deduction. Therefore, it 
would be better for both to 
select the type or method of 
deductions which results in 
the least tax for each. 


In most instances and 
especially when the 
combined earnings are in 
higher income brackets, 
couples will find they owe 
less Federal tax by filing 
jointly. 

SEPARATE RETURN 

There are some instances 
when filing separate returns 
will bring tax benefits. In 
past years, if both husband 
and wife had capital losses, 
they could each deduct up to 
$1,000 on separate returns: 
on a joint return the total 
capital loss deduction was 
only $1,000. Therefore, by 
filing separately, their 
combined capital loss 
deduction was an additional 
$1,000. The Revenue Act of 
1969 changed this so that the 
maximum capital loss 
deduction on a separate 
return is $500. So beginning 
with the tax year 1970 
married couples who had 
been filing separately 
because there was a greater 
capital loss deduction might 


find it more advantageous to 
file jointly. 

Another tax saving which 
can result from a couple 
filing separately involves 
the medical expenses 

common to even the 
healthiest of families. 

Before claiming such 
expenses each taxpayer is 
required to exclude 1% of 
his adjusted gross income 
for drug and medicine costs 
and 3% of his adjusted gross 
income for medical 

expenses (doctors, hos¬ 
pitals, etc.). If both the 
husband and the wife have 
heavy medical expenses, it 
could reduce their overall 
tax payments if they file 
separate returns. 

An example will 
illustrate. The husband s 
income is $5,000, and the 
wife's income is $3,000. If 
they file a joint return on 
their total income of $8,000, 
they could not count the first 
$320 (I'^f for drugs and 3% 
for medical expenses times 


$8,000) as a deduction for 
medical expenses. 

However, if they file 
separately, the husband 
must exclude $200 (4% of 
$5,000) and the wife must 
exclude $120 (4% of $3,000). 
If the husband's drugs and 
doctor bills amount to $300. 
he could claim a medical 
deduction of $100 by filing a 
separate return, since his 
exclusions amounted to 
$200. Should they file a joint 
return, they could not 
deduct anything since the 
medical expense of $300 
would be less than the 320 in 
exclusions which joint filing 
would require. 

The above example does 
not mean to imply that 
couples who have separate 
incomes are usually better 
off filing separate returns. 
In the vast majority of 
cases they are far better off 
to file jointly, but the above 
is one example of a case 
where separate filing could 
be more beneficial.
